A six-man coroner’s jury ruled death by accident Tuesday night in the April 9 
gunshot alaying of 2.'i year-old Carolyn Miller in her lllmo mobile home. 
The w om an’ll husband, Larry Kay Miller, has admitted firing the fatal shot 
The six men deliberated nearly 46 minutes Indore handing down the decision. 
The jurors were Jack Holder, Acil Brown, T. J. Sneed, A. C. Hamel, Joe Skinner, and W. R. 
Sneed, all of Illm oScott City. 
Before hearing testimony IhsI night, Scott County Prosecuting Attorney Tom Gilmore told 
the jurors that they had two choices The jury could rule it was death by accident or death by 
felony. 
Gilmore read from a Missouri law book a definition of the choices, 
"If you find the death whs by felony, then it falls into one of four categories. It is either 
murder, justifiable homocide, excusable homocide, or manslaugh ter," he explained. 
The first witness called was Norman Buck, an ambulance driver from lllmo. Buck told the 
jury the details of the Friday afternoon telephone call that brought him to the Miller home on 
route one near lllmo. 
Buck said that when he arrived at the home he did not examine the woman to determine if 
she was dead 
"I thought she was dead,” he said. "I noticed no signs of life.” 
The w om an’s father-in-law Vincent Miller said Friday afternoon that he thought he felt a 
weak heart beat before the ambulance arrived and that she possibly could have been alive. 
Buck testified about the position of the body and other details. 
Deputy Sheriff Jack Stewart took the stand next. He was the first law officer to examine the 
body and took a statement from the w om an’s husband. 
The woman was shot one time with a .22 caliber pistol beneath the right ear. 8he was 
pronounced dead on arrival at the Southeast Missouri Hospital in Cape Girardeau. 
Stewart said no signs of a struggle were found and the only other mark on the woman 
was a V-shaped superficial wound on the back of the leaft hand. Stewart said this could have 
been sustained in her fall. 
Stewart read slowly the statement taken from Miller and paused for a m om ent before 
reading the last paragraph of the written statement taken the morning following the shooting. 
The final paragraph read: 
“ I didn’t know the gun was loaded. I shot her. It was an accident.” 
Stewart then introduced the first piece of evidence into the inquest when he displayed a .22 
caliber pistol that killed the woman. 
Juror Joe Skinner asked Stewart if there were any other bullet holes in the mobile home 
where more than one shot could have been fired. 
Stewart replied that a check was made but there had been only one shot fired. 
The pistol presented to the jury was a German made target-revolver— the type used for 
hunting small game and target practice. 
The jurors asked Stewart if the hammer of the pistol had to be pulled back before firing each 
shot. 
Stewart replied, "yes.” 
Phyllis Ann Miller, sister-in-law of the woman, was called to the stand. She said she had 
spent the afternoon with the woman and that she was "In good hum or — Everything was going 
well for her.” Phyllis Miller said she was with the woman until 15 minutes before her death. 
“ I was riding my horse in front of their house and hear a shot and someone fall,” she said. 
She then said that the six-year-old daughter of the woman came running from the house 
saying, "My father killed my m other.” 
Sheriff John Dennis, the final witness, took the stand acting as coroner in the absence of 
Gene Nunnelee. Nunnelee was on vacation.

THE MARATHON MYSTIQUE 
There is som ething about a marathon, and especially 
the Boston Marathon, that defies explanation. It might be 
assumed that no one would willingly run a race of 26 
miles, 385 yaids more than once unless he felt sure of 
winning. But John A. Welley, 62, has run the Hopkinton - 
to- Boston course 40 times; the peripatetic Erich Segal, 
Yale professor and Love Story author, has done so 15 
times. Segal would like, but may not be able, to take part 
in the 75th Boston Marathon, which will be held on 
Patriots’ Day, Monday, April 19. 
The marathon com m em orates the feat o f the Greek 
soldier Pheippides, who in 490 B. C. ran from the plains 
o f Marathon to Athens to bring news of his countrym en’s 
triumph over the Persians. Pheippides ran a distance of 22 
miles, 1,470 yards. The longer modern distance was 
arrived at haphazardly during the 1908 Olym pic Games 
in London. At first, a 26-m ile course was laid out; then 
385 yards were added to it so that the race could start 
from the royal residence at Windsor and finish in front of 
Edward V II’s box at the Olympic stadium. 
It hardly needs saying that the marathon is a grueling 
race. Hal Higdon, nine times a contestant at Boston, puts 
it this way (Sports Illustrated, April 6, 1970): “The 
difference between the mile and the marathon is the 
difference between burning your fingers with a match 
and being slowly roasted over hot coals.’’ Still, the 
Boston Marathon attracts more and more runners every 
year. As recently as half a dozen years ago, the record 
number of starters was prehaps 250; now five times that 
number appear. Many o f them are am bitious jogging 
enthusiasts. Some are talented distance runners intent on 
winning the race. 
And then there are those who are -- like W elley, Segal 
and Higdon -- marathon addicts. “This haunts you for the 
whole year,’’ said Segal after finishing 467th last April. 
“ As soon as y o u ’ve finished one, you start thinking about 
next year’s race. You can’t stop measuring yourself 
against it, because in your heart there are no excuses.’’

THE CHINA TRADE 
The opening o f the m onth-long 29th Canton Trade 
hair on Thursday, April 15, provides an opportunity for 
another look at the impedim ents that prevent the United 
States from sharing in $4.3 billion worth of external 
trade each year by Red China. Despite a lifting o f som e 
restraints, U. S. trade with Peking has been all but 
nonexistent since 
December 1950 when 
Red China 
entered the Korean fighting. 
An easing of the embargo started in July 1969 when 
the Nixon administration announced that U. S. citizens 
traveling abroad would be perm itted to bring hom e up to 
$100 worth of goods produced in mainland China. Later 
the $100 ceiling was removed. And the administration 
last year lifted a ban on sales of nonstrategic goods to 
Red 
China 
by 
foreign 
subsidiaries 
of 
American 
companies. 
But direct trade between American com panies and 
China still is embargoed. The only breakthrough, and it 
was an indirect one, was permission for General Motors 
to 
ell less than 100 motors to be m ounted on Italian 
dump trucks destined for Red China. That m odest 
arrangement brought the State Department hundreds of 
letters o f protest from right-wing groups. Even including 
the GM sale, U. S. -Red China trade am ounts to less than 
$3.5 million annually. 
With U. S. businessmen frozen out of the Canton 
Trade Fair, one outlet for sales energies is the 9th T okyo 
International Trade Fair, opening on Friday, April 16. 
The U. S. is Japan’s biggest trade partner, exporting $4.6 
billion in goods to Japan last year (up 33 per cent over 
1969) while im porting$5.9 billion (up 20 per cent) worth 
of Japanese goods. American businessmen are anxious to 
expand this already lucrative market. But they can’t help 
casting an eye toward Red China and its 750 million 


SAVING THE HORSES 
The current interest in ecology has revived som e of 
the old conservation causes that were once the dom ain of 
esoteric groups of 
nature lovers. An exam ple is the 
m ovem ent to preserve what may 
1m* the last living 
remnant of the Old West - the wild mustangs. A century 
.igo more than three million wild horses roamed the 
Western states. Now, the Bureau of Land Management 
estim ates there are only about 
17,000 o f them left. 
Thousands 
o f 
the 
horses 
were 
rounded 
up 
by 
entrepreneurs who sold them to manufacturers o f pet 
food and fertilizer. A bill introduced in the Senate by 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson (D Wash.) would outlaw any 
further slaughter o f the horses and put them under 
government protection. The House and Senate Interior 
Com m ittees plan to hold hearings on Monday, April 19, 
and Tuesday, April 20, respectively. 
The bill states that “ wild free-roaming horses and 
burros are living sym bols of the historic and pioneer spirit 
of 
the 
West” 
and warns 
these 
animals are “ fast 
disappearing from the American scene.’’ It would provide 
for at least 12 sanctuaries on public lands in areas where 
the horses now roam, and put them under the protection 
of the Secretary of the Interior. The only killing allowed 
would be for the purpose of population control, and 
must be done in a 
humane way. Most of the remaining 
horses are now on public lands, but they are specifically 
protected only on two refuges - one in Nevada and 
a n o th e r 
in 
th e P ryor 
M o u n ta in s 
on 
the 
Montana-Wyoming border. 
The mustang issue remains confused, says Richard 
Gilluly in Science News (March 27, 1971), because o f 
the 
“ intense em otionalism it engenders’’ and the lack of 
scientific information about the horses. It has not yet 
been determined whether they deprive other wildlife and 
livestock o f forage. And not all of the horses are really 
wild mustangs - descendants of horses brought to this 
continent by the Spanish explorers. Som e descend from 
the less noble 
plow' horses 
that escaped from early 
hom esteads and ranches. These horses aren’t a “ native 
species’’ and thus do not qualify for protection under the 
Endangered 
Species 
Act of 
1969. 
But 
Mr. Gilluly 
concludes that these technicalities are overshadowed by 
our need to preserve beautiful and spirited animals in a 
natural setting. Many in the Congress agree, and Sen. 
Jackson’s bill -- or one like it -- will probably becom e law.

YOUTH POWER 
White House Conferences on Children and Youth, 
which have been held once a decade since 1909, are 
unwieldly affairs. The i9 6 0 conference subm itted no 
fewer than 670 demands, ideas and pleas to President 
Eisenhower. Accordingly, the 1970 session was split in 
two; A White House Conference on Children was held in 
Washington 
last 
December, 
and 
a 
White 
House 
Conference on Youth is scheduled to open in Estes Park, 
Colo., on Sunday, April 18. 
The December children’s conference, attended by 
around 4,000 delegates, came up with 16 “overriding 
concerns” and six “specific forum recom m endations.” 
Inevitably, perhaps, m ost of the proposals tended to be 
both vague and sweeping. The prime recom m endation of 
the conference, for exam ple, called for provision of 
“opportunities for every child to learn, grow, and live 
creatively by reordering national priorities.” The most 
striking of the “overriding concerns” stated that “all 
institutions and 
programs that affect children must 
involve 
children 
as 
active 
participants 
in 
the 
decision-making process.” 
And now youth is to be heard. One thousand of the 
1,500 delegates to the Estes Park conference will be 
young people between the ages o f 14 and 24; the 500 
adult delegates are described as “leaders from the nation’s 
institutions.” The permanent conference headquarters in 
Washington 
asserts that “ the 
profile o f the youth 
(delegates) 
will 
accurately 
reflect 
national 
youth 
population statistics and thus there will be working 
youth, poor youth, young housewives, military youth 
and others in addition to youth in sch ool.” 
That could prove to be a volatile m ixture, considering 
the nature of the issues to be discussed. These are foreign 
relations, environm ent, race and minority-group relations, 
drugs, education, the draft, poverty, legal rights and 
justice, econom y and em ploym ent, and values, ethics and 
culture. Any one o f these topics could provide more than 
enough material for a four-day conference. To tackle them 
all at once obviously is a tall order.

Needed - Wage And Price Control

America. The rules could be so 
framed 
as 
to 
cover 
only 
companies of a certain size and 
unions having a big membership 
with a total of wage payments 
involving 
huge 
sums. 
The 
upward movement of wages and 
prices in the major industries is 
often 
the 
basic 
cause 
of 
disruption in our economy. 
First of ail, the President 
could proclaim that in the large 
industries ail prices and wages 
must be maintained at the levels 
o f 
Jan. 
1, 
1971, 
until 
the 
moratorium , which would last 
two 
years, 
is 
over. 
Wage 
increases promised in long - term 
contracts might in some cases be 
suspended during the “ freeze” 
period. 
This 
would 
provide 
an 
opportunity for stability to be 
attained. Inflationary pressures 
would be considerably rt*duced. 
Demand 
for 
goods would be 
stimulated. 
Public 
confidence 
would soon be restored. 
Obviously 
any program of 
wage and price control would be 
temporary. 
It 
would 
be

emergency measure imposed to 
prevent 
further harm 
to

nation rather than to interfere 
with the free - enterprise system. 
We must bear in mind that 
Congress 
has passed 
antitrust 
laws which have been upheld by 
the Supreme Court. Monopolies 
are prohibited. Y et in several 
industries

there 
are 
companies 
which 
dominate 
a 
substantia] 
percentage 
of the 
market. 
There 
are 
also labor 
unions which exercise virtually 
monopolistic 
rule 
when 
they 
close down the operations of the 
major businesses in an industry. 
It was never intended that any 
private organization should be 
able to wield power o f this kind.

overcoming

A national board set up to 
handle wage and price controls

Some exceptions may 
have to be made in the interest

Sooner or 
later there must be a system of 
arbitration to avoid all kinds of

Incidentally, one of the most 
helpful benefits that could be 
derived from an agency handling 
wage and price controls would

A six man co ron er's jury ruled death by accident Tuesday night in the April 9 
gunshot alnying o f 23 year-old C arolyn Miller in her lllmo mobile home, 
The w om an's huabnnd, Larry Kay Miller, baa adm itted firing the fatal shot 
The aix m en deliberated nearly 4b m inutes before handing dow n the decision. 
T he jurors were Jack Holder, Aril Brown, T. J. Sneed, A. C, Hamel, Joe Skinner, and W. R. 
Sneed, all of lllmo Scott City. 
Before hearing testim ony last night, S cott C o un ty Prosecuting A ttorney T om Qilmore told 
the jurors that they had tw o choices The jury could rule it was death by accident or death by 
felony. 
Q ilm ore read from a Missouri law book a definition of the ch okes. 
“ If you find the death was by felony, then it falls into one of four categories. It is either 
m urder, justifiable hom ocide, ex cu s ab le hom ocide, or m anslaughter," he explained 
The first witness called w h s N orm an Buck, an am bulance driver from lllmo. Buck told the 
jury the details o f the Friday aftern o o n telephone call th at brought him to the Miller hom e on 
route one near lllmo. 
Buck »aid that when he arrived at the hom e he did not exam ine the w om an to determ ine if 
she was dead 
“ I thought she was dead ," he said. "I noticed no signs of life." 
The w om an's father-in-law V incent Miller said Friday afternoon that he thought he felt a 
weak heart beat before the am bulance arrived and th at she possibly could have been alive. 
Buck testified ab o u t the position of the body and oth er details. 
D eputy Sheriff Jack Stew art to o k the stand next. He was the first law officer to examine the 
body and took a statem ent from the w o m a n ’s husband 
T he w om an was shot one tim e with a .22 caliber pistol beneath the right ear She was 
pronounced dead on arrival at the Southeast Missouri Hospital in Cape Girardeau. 
S tew art said no signs o f a struggle were found and the only other mark on the w om an 
was a V-shaped superficial w ound on the back of the leaft hand. Stew art said this could have 
been sustained in her fall. 
S tew art read slowly the statem en t taken from Miller and paused for a m o m en t before 
reading the last paragraph o f the w ritten statem en t taken the m orning following the shooting 
T he final paragraph read: 
“ I d id n 't know the gun was loaded. 1 shot her. It was an accident." 
S tew art then introduced the first piece o f evidence into the inquest when he displayed a 22 
caliber pistol that killed the w om an. 
Ju ror Joe Skinner asked Stew art if there were any oth er bullet holes in the mobile hom e 
where m ore than one shot could have been fired. 
Stew art replied that a check was made but there had been only one shot fired. 
T he pistol presented to the jury was a G erm an m ade target-revolver—the type used for 
hunting small game and target practice. 
T he jurors asked Stew art if the ham m er of the pistol had to be pulled back before firing each 
shot. 
S tew art replied, “ yes." 
Phyllis Ann Miller, sister-in-law of the w om an, was called to the stand. She said she had 
spent the afternoon with the w om an and that she was "In good h u m or — Everything was going 
well for h er." Phyllis Miller said she was with the w om an until 15 m inutes before her death. 
“ I was riding my horse in fro n t of their house and hear a shot and som eone fall," she said. 
She then said th at the six-year-old daughter of the w om an cam e running from the house 
saying, "M y father killed my m o th e r." 
Sheriff Jo h n Dennis, the final witness, took the stand acting as coroner in the absence of 
Gene Nunnelee. N unnelee was on vacation.

battle was won recently here in 
the District o f Columbia, and I

The case involves a series of 
narcotics arrests and seizures in 
th e 
D istric t

Columbia 
beginning on August 18 of this 
year. In February, agents o f the 
Federal Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs began planning 
a 
long 
- 
range 
investigation 
aimed at discovering the sources 
of “ hard" narcotics being sold in 
the District of Columbia. 
T h e y 
believed that 
an 
ind ivid ual 
named Lawrence 
Jackson, a 33* year • old resident 
of Southeast Washington with a 
1969 Lincoln Continental and 
no legitimate job, was a major 
wholesale 
supplier to 
retail 
peddlers and smaller wholesalers 
in Washington. With the aid of 
an informer, they arranged and 
made "b u y s " from Jackson of 
$750 worth of heroin found to 
be 88 1/2 percent pure, and on 
another occasion $1,600 worth 
of heroin which proved to be 
over 65 percent pure. 
According 
to 
an 
affidavit 
filed by Narcotics Bureau Agent 
John 
F. Cody, in connection 
with the case, based on his 16 
years of investigative experience 


"N arcotic 
drugs containing 
such high percentages of heroin 
can 
be 
obtained 
only 
from 
international 
sources or 
from 
major 
wholesale 
distributors 
who buy 
directly 
from 
such 
international sources." 
Agents conducted extended 
s u rv e illa n c e 
o f 
Ja c k s o n ’s 
headquarters, and, according to 
the 
affidavit, 
observed

constant daily flow in and out of 
the premises by known narcotics 
dealers."

agents then identified 
the telephone listed to Jackson’s 


headquarters and, relying upon 
their "b u y s” and surveillance to 
establish probable cause, applied 
for a court order authorizing a 
wiretap on that telephone.

year’s Omnibus Crime Control 
Act was entered by District of 
Columbia District Court Judge 
William B. Jones, and on August 
7 it was extended for 2 weeks.
